We are beginning work on planning the first two IRIS Public Science Meetings for 2016. The dates, along with the
chemicals that will be discussed, are:

As part of this process, NRC will be identifying experts for each of these chemicals who will participate in these
meetings.

You should draft and finalize a short document describing the Key Science Topics for your chemical assessments. In
some cases, these may have already been drafted (they can be pulled out and dusted off). In addition to the science
topics, please prepare a list of any experts you might want to make NRC aware of. Email a preliminary draft of your
science topics and experts to Vince, Gina, Samantha, and Vicki by February 1, 2016. A final version of will be due

by February 8.
